During  the  past  year  we  have  seen  an  increase  in  the  tempo  of  the 
Building  Programme.

A  lovely  new  building  consisting  of  a 
chapel,  cultural  hall,  and  classroom  section  has  been  completed  in 
Pretoria.  Ramah  has  a  new  classroom  block  and  district  offices  nearly 
completed.

Construction  is  well  advanced  on  chapels 
in  Welkom  and  Bulawayo.  It  is  expected  that  actual  construction  will 
begin  on  lovely  chapels  in  East  London,  East  Rand,  Krugersdorp, 
Pietermaritzburg,  Kitwe,  and  Salisbury  early  in  the  new  year.  Plans  are 
well  advanced  also  to  remodel  the  present  chapels  in  Port  Elizabeth, 
Springs  and  Mowbray.  We  expect  to  complete  all  these  chapels  and 
remodelling  during  1963. 

We  are  also  happy  to  look  back  on  increased  Branch  activity. 
Everywhere  our  meetings  are  well  attended  and  the  auxiliaries  function- 
ing better.  Our  Youth  Convention,  featuring  "Promised  Valley",  was 
most  outstanding. 

We  are  happy  also  to  welcome  into  the  Church  the  increasing 
number  of  new  members.  We  welcome  them  and  appreciate  the  wealth 
of  new  talents  they  bring  to  the  operation  of  the  Branches.  We  appre- 
ciate the  kindly  manner  in  which  they  are  received  by  the  older  members 
and  integrated  into  the  Branch  activities.  Withal  we  feel  to  thank  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  His  many  blessings  during  1962.  May  we  continue 
to  express  our  appreciation  by  doing  all  we  can  to  advance  His  work. 
Above  all  may  we  truly  show  our  gratitude  by  loving  and  serving  one 
another.

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Church  News  From  Around 
The  World 

Temple  Replica  Approved  for  New  York's  World  Fair 

A  120-foot  high  replica  of  the  three  east  spires  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple  has  been  approved  as  part  of  the  Church's  exhibit  building 
at  the  New  York's  World  Fair  to  be  held  during  the  summers  of  1964 
and  1965. 

The  main  15,000  square  foot  exhibit  building  will  be  25  feet  high  and 
the  entire  area  will  be  beautifully  landscaped.  A  large  stillwater  pool,  48 
by  96  feet  will  catch  the  reflection  of  the  temple  spires.  At  each  side  of 
the  reflecting  pool  will  be  fountains  and  moving  water  pools.  The  main 
building  will  house  two  large  exhibition  halls,  two  motion  picture 
theaters  each  seating  250  persons  and  a  long  gallery  30  by  100  feet  con- 
necting the  two  exhibition  halls. 

Construction  must  be  completed  by  September,  1963,  and  it  is 
expected  that  70  million  people  will  view  the  exhibit. 

FCC  Approves  Short  Wave  Purchase 

Purchase  of  Radio  Station  WRUL  in  Scituate,  Massachussets,  by  the 
Church  has  been  approved  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission, 
according  to  United  Press  International  reports  from  Washington,  D.C. 
Purchase  price  announced  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission 
was  Rl,265,607. 

Renewal  of  licenses  approves  the  right  to  operate  the  international 
short  wave  broadcast  station  formerly  owned  by  Metromedia,  Incor- 
porated. Metromedia  agreed  not  to  compete  for  10  years  anywhere  in 
the  world  by  engaging  directly  or  indirectly  in  international  short  wave 
broadcasting. 

Way  Ahead  of  '62 

The  total  baptized  converts  in  all  the  full-time  missions  of  the 
Church  for  1962  are  ahead  of  the  1961  record  numbers  by  nearly  23,000. 

By  the  end  of  October  the  total  convert  baptisms  in  1962  were 
83,361  compared  with  the  1961  figure  of  60,569  for  the  same  period. 

Welkom  Chapel  Architect  Killed  in  Car  Accident 

During  the  night  of  November  30,  1962,  Mr.  Roy  Lyall,  a  Welkom 
architect,  received  fatal  injuries  when  his  car  collided  with  a  cow  10 
miles  north  of  Theunissen.  He  was  taken  to  the  Provincial  Hospital  in 
Bloemfontein  where  he  succumbed  to  injuries  received  in  the  accident. 
Mr.  Lyall  was  returning  from  a  architects'  conference  when  the  accident 
occurred.  He  was  the  designing  architect  for  the  new  Latter-day  Saint 
Chapel  now  being  constructed  in  Welkom.  He  was  37  years  old  and 
married.

KNOWLEDGE 

The  Doorway  to  Wisdom 


Dennis  Raubenheimer 


"My   mouth  shall   speak  of  wis- 
dom:   and  the    meditation  of   my 
heart  shall  be  understanding." 
(Psalms  49  :  3). 

Latter-day  Saints  often  read, 
hear  or  quote  the  phrase:  "The 
glory  of  God  is  intelligence."  An 
analysis  of  the  word  intelligence  is 
important.  Intelligence  is  the  abili- 
ty to  obsorb  knowledge. 

We  are  also  very  familiar  with 
the  phrase:  "Man  is  saved  no 
faster  than  he  gains  knowledge." 
Knowledge  is  the  amount  of  learn- 
ing which  one  has  absorbed  by 
study,  faith  and  experience,  has 
retained,  and  is  able  to  recall 
when  it  is  required.  We  therefore 
see  that  intelligence  has  no  real 
value  until  it  is  utilised  to  receive 
knowledge.  This  is  either  done  by 
study,  faith  or  experiences.  This 
is  also  the  reason  why  the  Saviour 
so  frequently  in  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  admonishes  the  Saints 
to  seek  knowledge,  even  by  study 
and  faith;  also  to  seek  knowledge 
of  the  things  which  have  been, 
things  which  are,  things  which  are 
to  be,  things  of  the  heavens,  things 
of  the  earth  and  also  the  things 
under  the  earth.  The  question  now 
arises:  is  knowledge  sufficient?  The 
answer  is  NO,  because  "knowledge 
of  a  principle  does  not  necessarily 
mean  the  knowledge  of  the  appli- 
cability of  the  principle."  What 
are  we  then  to  strive  for?  What  is 
still  lacking  when  an  intelligent 
person  has  knowledge?  The  answer 
lies  in  the  necessity  to  be  able  to 
apply  one's  knowledge.  Now  we  are 
all  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
possible  to  apply  one's  knowledge 
in  order  to  achieve  evil  ends.  We 
also  believe,  in  fact,  we  know,  that 
a  wise  man  will  never  seek  after 
evil  or  purposely  displease  God.  I 


will  therefore  define  wisdom  as 
follows.  Wisdom  is  the  ability  to 
apply   knowledge   righteously. 

Let  those  of  us  who  would  please 
our  Father  in  Heaven  seek  after 
wisdom  by  constantly  utilising  our 
intelligence  to  obtain  more  and 
more  knowledge  and  strive  to  use 
our  knowledge  righteously.  This,  I 
feel,  we  will  best  be  able  to  do  if 
we  will: 

(a)  Have  faith.  Remember  that 
we  will  not  accomplish  anything 
if  we  do  not  have  faith. 

(b)  Be  teachable,  humble, 
prayerful  and  open-minded. 

(c)  Set  a  sound  foundation  to 
our  knowledge  by  building  up  our 
learning  from  first  principles. 

(d)  Always  strive  to  improve  our- 
selves. 

(e)  Consider  the  consequence  of 
all  actions  before  committing  our- 
selves to  them.  This  last  key  is 
perhaps  the  best  of  the  keys  to 
wisdom,  being  a  sure  sign  of 
maturity  and  is  perhaps  best  illus- 
trated in  the  Sunday  School  lesson 
book  "The  Good  Life"  in  the  chap- 
ter on  Contemplation  and  Medita- 
tion. 

In  closing  I  will  quote  from 
page  136  of  "The  Good  Life." 
"Contemplation  and  meditation 
require  one  to  think,  to  review  his 
knowledge,  to  evaluate  ideas  and 
things  in  terms  of  his  own  exis- 
tence, to  find  relationships  between 
what  he  knows  and  what  he  does, 
to  seek  to  know  that  which  is  of 
eternal  worth.  It  is  then  an  activity 
almost  wholly  of  the  mind — of  the 
spirit.  That  such  activity  leads  to 
personal  happiness,  which  is  an 
essential  to  the  good  life,  is  the 
testimony  not  alone  of  the  prophets 
but  also  of  the  men  of  discernment 
of  all  ages. 
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. . .  cJhe    body    hath    need   of 
every    member . . . 


OFTEN  in  the  countryside  of 
South  Africa,  the  traveller  can 
look  out  across  a  fertile  field  and 
watch  a  yoke  of  oxen  pull  and 
strain  at  a  plowshare  as  it  turns 
the  rich  brown  earth  into  furrows 
suitable  for  planting.  Such  work  is 
hard  going  for  a  few  oxen;  yet 
they  can  get  the  job  done  because 
they  pull  together.  Consider  the 
result  when  a  team  of  12  oxen  are 
divided  into  2  groups  of  6  and 
lashed  to  opposite  ends  of  the 
plow.  Work  accomplished  is  nil, 
and  progress:  nil.  Wasted  energy 
and  time  lost  forever. 

In  the  Priesthood  quorums,  of 
necessity,  there  must  also  be  the 
precious  element  of  teamwork. 
Probably  the  greatest  waste  in  the 
Church  has  been  when  Priesthood 
holders  have  failed  to  labour  in 
harmony,  and  forsaken  the  coun- 
sel of  those  in  authority. 

The  Lord  has  constantly 
reminded  His  Priesthood  bearers 
of  their  sacred  duty.  "Therefore 
let  every  man  stand  in  his  own 
office  and  labour  in  his  own  call- 
ing; and  let  not  the  head  say  unto 
the  feet  it  hath  no  need  of  the 
feet;  for  without  the  feet  how 
shalt  the  body  be  able  to  stand?" 

"Also  the  body  hath  need  of 
every    member,   that    all    may   be 


edified  together,  that  the  system 
may  be  kept  perfect."  (D.  &  C. 
84  :  109-110). 

Someone  has  said  that  many 
hands  make  light  work,  and  when 
a  team  is  pulling  together  there  is 
very  little  that  can  stand  in  its 
way.  As  the  scripture  just  quoted 
mentioned,  .  .  .  the  body  hath  need 
of  every  member  .  .  .  that  the 
system  may  be  kept  perfect.  The 
order  of  the  Church  is  a  perfect 
one  and  when  individuals  seek  to 
advance  their  own  personal  ambi- 
tions and  honour,  then  they  fall 
out  Gf  harmony  with  those  whom 
the  Lord  has  called  to  direct  His 
Church. 

The  Lord  is  a  generous  pay- 
master, therefore  let  us  stride  into 
the  challenges  and  tasks  of  1963 
and  make  it  a  year  unequalled  in 
growth  of  Church  membership  and 
construction  of  Chapels.  When  the 
brotherhood  of  the  Priesthood 
catches  the  spirit  of  co-operation, 
the  work  to  do  is  soon  occom- 
plished  and  the  blessings  are 
simultaneously  reaped. 

Remember  the  trudging  ox  team 
in  this  fast  moving  age;  through 
harmony  of  effort  all  things  shall 
be  accomplished.

OUR  Family  Fair,  which  was  held  Friday  evening  and  Saturday 
morning  the  2nd  and  3rd  of  November,  had  a  variety  of  stalls  such  as 
Produce.  Cakes,  Candy,  Ice  Cream,  Toys,  Gifts,  Knitting,  Sewing,  White 
Elephant.  Potted  Plants  and  various  games  of  skill. 

We  had  our  suppers  and  lunches  served  in  the  main  hall  like  a  Help 
Yourself  Service.  Our  Menu  included  Southern  Fried  Chicken,  Chips 
and  Salads,  Fried  Sole  and  Chips,  Hot  Pies  and  Salads,  Curry  and  Rice, 
Cold  Chicken  and  Salads  and  corn  on  the  cob  which  went  down  very 
well.  We  also  sold  Hamburgers,  Hot  Dogs,  bags  of  Hot  Chips  and  a

Our  takings  for  the 
Bazaar  were  R860.99i,  and  a  few  days  after  that  we  held  our  street 
market  in  Adderley  Street  and  sold  R126.46  bringing  our  figure  up  to 
R987.45J.  Our  expenses  were  R132.26  leaving  us  a  clear  profit  of  R855.19£.
